| Swedish Housewives Have | 


- Sound Food Sense |

HE, Swedes, with 
' probably the highest 
living .standard in Europe, 
eat for pleasure rather than 
for health,’ According to ‘a 
survey of their consumption 
habits made by the Social 


Board here. ; 
While text books on dictics 
urge health-seekers to. eat 


plenty of green vegetables,’ the 
average Swedish family of hus- 
band, wife and two children 
eats only 1,26 kilogrammes 
(just over 2%¢1bs) a week, To 
compensate, - they apparently 
fill up with potatoes of which 
they cat over 6 kilogrammes 
(just over 13lbs) a weeks. 


The survey shows. that the 
overage Swede has a sweet 
tooth and does not believe or 
care about warnings that sugary 


!foods are fattening. The stock 


family cats ‘two. kilogrammes 
(nearly 4%4lb3) of pure sugar a 
weelt or twice the weight of its 
average beef, veal ond mutton 
consumption. 


Beef, veal and mutton are 
preferred to pork, but Hked less

Jupiter, 00,000,000 miles

and marsh gas, with.a pressure, 
on the ground, a million times 
that of the earth. 

Yet, about once a week, cdrom 
a white spot on its atmosphere, 
radio static crackles across the 
600,000,000 miley," through the 
cross-shaped' acrials in Sydncy, 
ond ngitates a pen on a moving 
raph, 

It was one day in June that 
the signals first came 

A group of scientists watched 
the pen as it traced o jagged 
red' line over the paper. One of 
them turned ona loudspeaker, 
Uorarthly static filled the room. 


Cars Blamed 

Cheeking back on records, the 
scientists found that ‘they had 
been plieking up the signals for 
some time without knowing 
what they were, They had 
blamed passing cars for causing 
static and interfering with other

ahite spot on the planet as the 
source of signals, The 
white spot, they theorised, could 
be the outpourings ‘of a mam- 
moth volcano or a giant bubble 
jn the atmosphere.
